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1§ Questions with 
Niceville Mayor Randall Wise 


Continuing our tie-in with The 
Beachcomber’s 15th anniversary in 
August. This issue, the spotlight shines 
on longtime Niceville mayor Randall 
Wise. “I was over in Destin yesterday 
and met my daughter at Wine World 
for lunch,” Wise told us during our visit 
to his office on Partin Drive. “My wife’s 
family is one of the old, original families 
from Fort Walton Beach. She graduated 
from Choctawhatchee High School. We 
go over there quite a bit.” 


1. According to the city of Niceville’s 
website, you’ve been in and out of 
the mayor’s chair since 1971. How 
long have you served in the position? 
August of this year, I will have been 
mayor for 45 years. (I have) three more 
years of this term. 


2. How old were you when you first 
took office, and what made you want 
to serve? 

I was 40 years old and had been a 
volunteer fireman (when it was first 
organized). I served on the Niceville 
Housing Board and also served one 
term on the city council. Back then, 
they appointed a mayor. The phone 
rang one evening, and the council 
members asked me, How would you 
like to be mayor? It kind of shocked 
me. I discussed it with my wife, and 
we agreed I’d do it. 


3. What’s new in the city of Niceville? 
We have a wonderful city manager and 
areal good group of employees that can 
build and do just about anything. We 
just finished the extension of Turkey 
Creek and bought a building from the 
EOD school that we’re going to turn 
into a senior center. We annexed 1,100 
acres to the east of us, and I think 
we'll have 95 lots to start with. And we 
probably have the most homes under 
construction of any city in Okaloosa 
County. 


4. What do you think attracts people 
to your city? 

I don’t know (laughs). 1 wonder that 
myself. My son’s a builder, and he 
sells the dickens out of homes here 
and in Crestview, Baker and Destin. 
I think it’s because of the people that 
are already here. We have good people 
and good schools. Northwest Florida 
State College won the national titles 
for baseball and basketball last year. 


5. Somebody’s visiting Destin, Fort 
Walton Beach or South Walton. What 
would you say to encourage them to 
make the drive over to Niceville? 

Be sure and walk Turkey Creek to see 
the nature and beauty of the creek 
and woodlands. There’s a show at 


the college this week (A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the Forum, 
July 13-16). The Autism Center is 
being built at the college—it started ata 
church in Valparaiso, then it expanded 
and got big enough to move to an office 
in town. The brains behind it checked 
with the college and got a lease very 
cheap. They’re looking for volunteers 
to put together playground equipment 
now, and it should open in September. 


6. What are some things people 
might not know about Niceville? 
We have a children’s park in the 
City Hall Complex (along with the 
library, community center and police 
department). They have birthday 
parties all the time. There’s a water 
park—a lot of people come over for 
that. There were two buses pulling in 
this morning from some school in the 
local area. 


7. What is a typical workday like for 
the mayor of Niceville? 

The first thing I do is exercise—we have 
several facilities available, and I try to 
keep myself halfway physically fit and 
make an example for people to stay in 
shape. After that, whatever comes up, 
that’s what I do. I work closely with 
the city clerk, attend meetings at the 
college and the Chamber of Commerce. 
Sometimes I have a lot of meetings at 
night. It’s not an eight-hour job. It’s 
just what’s needed to be done, that’s 
what I do. 


8. Where did you grow up, attend 
school, etc.? 

I grew up in Niceville. I went to Edge 
Elementary School—it was the only 


school here at the time. I didn’t attend 
college. I slid into second base during 
a high school baseball game and broke 
my ankle. That was in 1949, and it 
hurts today. I worked out at Eglin 
Air Force Base for 29 years—I was a 
supervisor on one of the test ranges. 


9. Was there a certain event early 
on that convinced you that you’d be 
good at this job? 

No, I’ve just always loved to serve 
people. It’s what I like to do. 


10. How would you describe the 
political climate in Niceville? 
When I became mayor, we had a 
three-two vote at every meeting. It 
was like that for years. We knew 
how the council was going to vote. 
Eventually, other people got in. We’ve 
been fortunate to have good council 
members most of the time that are 
concerned about the city. 


11. Will this be your last term or are 
you planning to keep going until the 
wheels fall off? 

I don’t know. I just want to continue 
to grow. We’ve gone from five or six 
thousand to about 13 or 14 thousand 
residents now. (One thing I’d like to 
accomplish is to) make sure the senior 
center—which I’m one now—gets 
finished. 


12. Do you and your wife take 
vacations during the summer? 

We do, but it’s usually for a city 
meeting or something like that. I’m 
on the Okaloosa Gas Board, and 
we have a national conference. The 
president gets to decide what city they 
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like to go to—you have to pay for your 
wife and family if you take them. I’ve 
been to Nova Scotia, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Denver, Lake Tahoe... I’ve 
been involved with the Florida League 
of Cities and traveled to Orlando and 
Fort Lauderdale. 


13. You’ve had a lot of celebrities 
in town for the Mullet Festival and 
appearances at the Mattie Kelly Arts 
Center. Have you gotten to meet any 
of them? 

Some of them. I’m not really interested 
in that. One time I did go backstage 
and meet Billy Ray Cyrus at the Mullet 
Festival. He’s about the only one. 
There was another lady—Dr. Joyce 
Brothers—that I presented with the 
key to the city. 


14. Are there other local events that 
people in Niceville and outlying areas 
should keep on their calendars? 
We have outstanding basketball, 
baseball and softball games at the 
college. We have a Christmas parade, 
Fourth of July fireworks. We raise 
money to put that on. The chamber 
used to run the fireworks show, but we 
used to have a problem getting a barge 
to shoot them off from the Boggy Bayou 
(between Valparaiso and Niceville). It 
was always a struggle. So the city took 
it over, and our city manager got one 
of his employees to build us a barge. 


15. The Beachcomber’s 15th 
anniversary is coming up in August. 
How are you planning to celebrate 
this momentous occasion? 

I hadn’t planned on it, but we could 
come up with something.

The Beat: Music, Concerts, Recordings and More 


Downright on Exotic Sounds 
and the Physics of Waffle House

The summer tour and festival season 
is in full swing, and few bands hit 
the open road with more joy than the 
members of Downright. Downright 
has been together for years, and the 
camaraderie, fun and musical high 
jinks of the tight, funky ensemble spill 
over into their lives as friends. 


“Touring is always an adventure,” 
says keyboardist and songwriter 
Matthew Devine.

The downside to touring is being away 
from family, not being well-rested, and 
sometimes it’s hard to eat what is good 
for you.” 


“Getting to enjoy the local cuisine of 
wherever you find yourself is great,” 
says guitarist Steve Lewis. “Including 
visits to the local Waffle House. We are 
all big talkers, and so we have excellent 
never-ending conversations in the van.” 


Downright’s live show is interactive 
and incorporates elements of video and 
live art. Often, the band is joined by 
local dance ensembles. 


“We are aiming for a multimedia 
experience for sure,” says Devine.

go out into the crowd to get our fans 
excited about the moment. We dance 
around a lot ourselves, we do a lot of 
call and response. Songs like 'Natty

“We drug our friend Michael Gordon all 
over Europe with a projector, screens 
and cameras to add special elements 
to the shows. We want the show to 
be entertaining on every level while 
also being its own unique kind of art 
form. It’s a work in progress, and we 
are constantly trying to improve and 
change it to keep it fresh and make it 
better.” 


“We bring a lot of sound for a trio,” says 
Lewis. “Between Matt’s Herculean feats 
on the synths (bass and right hand) 
and Jay’s exciting drumming, it gives 
me a lot of freedom to jump around and 
sometimes put my guitar down and 
do the lead singer thing. We are also 
incorporating a lot of loops and exotic 
sounds to freak our people out. Lately 
we’ve been getting more audience 
participation going—breaking the wall 
between audience and band. We wear 
somewhat matching wardrobe, so if you 
wear a similar outfit to the show you 
are automatically in the band.”

Sometimes life deals a less than 
fair hand. In those situations, 
organizations like Fresh Start 
for Children and Families offer 
a reprieve from uncertainty and 
encouragement to find a more 
positive course. 


Tracey Williams serves as executive 
director of the organization, which 
has deep roots in the area. “We 
have been here for 30 years,” she 
says. “We used to be the Okaloosa 
Coalition on the Homeless. We were 
helping people with a hot shower 
and a hot meal, and over those 30 
years we evolved to include services 
that you don’t always think of. We 
have become a transitional housing 
program.” 


The primary goal is to provide a safe 
housing option so residents are able 
to grow their skill sets and work 
toward permanent solutions for a 
better life. 


“We want to get a family in here for 
nine months, and during those nine 
months we find out what barriers, 
what obstacles they have to be 
able to (overcome),” says Williams. 
“Sometimes those things get covered 
up in a hurry when you have a kid 
with childcare needs, had a divorce, 
or any number of things that can 
happen and they can’t seem to get 
their way back out. We help them sit 
down and figure out their goals and 
how to get to those goals—to make 
sure they accomplish them.” 


Fresh Start serves families of all 
sizes, from single parents to new 
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parents, and the organization does 
its best to meet each family’s needs. 
Participating families have access 
to services like adult GED tutoring, 
child tutoring, financial classes and 
more. 


Much of the organization is funded 
directly through their thrift store, 
Repeat Street, located in Fort Walton 
Beach. They are always seeking 
donated items, volunteers and 
shoppers. They also host a yearly 
fundraiser event, “Unmasking the 
Face of Homelessness.” The next one 
happens Sept. 23 at the Ramada 
Plaza Beach Resort on Okaloosa 
Island and will include live music 
from The Mulligans, food, auctions 
and more. 


First Start still cares for the current 
homeless population by operating a 
small food bank and mail service. 


“We are one-on-one to make sure 
that we help take them down the 
road that they need,” says Williams. 
“Everyone feels like family here, and 
it is that feeling that helps people get 
out of their comfort zone (to take on 
new challenges). 


“We started this year with 
scholarships. A lot of people will 
get close to achieving their goals, 
and when they leave here we are 
hopeful.” The scholarships cover 
occupational supplies, uniforms, 
books and certifications.

That Local Place 


Your Friends Ask You About 


The first thing you might notice about Stewby’s 
Seafood Shanty is that you did not notice it, and 
that you drove past it. The restaurant is on Racetrack 
Road (the end near Beal), and though the sign is quite 
visible, one can see it too late in summer traffic. We 
got lucky and turned just in time. The restaurant 
opens daily at 10 a.m. (spring and summer hours, 
apparently). We did not get there until 11, and the 
parking lot was nearly full, with a line to the door 
and cars in the drive-thru lane. 


Stewby’s has been around for a while, and the locals— 
both civilian and military—form a loyal clientele. The 
restaurant sits in a wooden building, with an enclosed 
patio area for dine-in and takeout trade. All inside 
or takeout orders are placed at a window just inside 
the door. Drive-thru orders are placed around the 
side and picked up at a side window. It’s just like a 
fast-food place, except there’s an essential difference. 


Unlike your national fast food joints, Stewby’s 
98-percent seafood menu (the only non-fish item 
featured is chicken) offers fresh, local catch. It varies 
seasonally, it’s cooked to order, and the only real 
resemblance between it and Captain McFishNuggets 
is the kitchen’s rate of speed. I did not time them, 
but it was under 10 minutes, maybe seven or eight. 
And they were busy. 


It was just me and my wife this time. Our 5-year- 
old daughter Grace (the Tiny Diner) had a play date 


and had to send regrets. 
Stewby’s interior is 
utilitarian (it really is all 
about the food), and she 
might have been bored, 
and therefore restless. 
That said, Stewby’s is 
very kid-friendly, and we 
saw plenty of them. The 
menu prices are tailored 
to family budgets. 


The two principal 
methods of cooking at 
Stewby’s are deep-frying 
and grilling. Preparation 
and presentation are 
simple, with tacos 
and gumbo being the 
most complex entrees 
offered. For the most 
part, it’s platters and 
sandwiches, sides, and 
ala carte items for those 
with hearty appetites or 
who want variety. Think 
of it as Shanty Tapas. 


Stewby’s menu does not offer appetizers as such, but 
the list of ala carte choices would be good for starters. 
The proteins—for platters, sandwiches, tacos or 
sides—are fish of the day (amberjack, mullet and 
snapper that day), oysters, shrimp, soft shell crab, 
and chicken. All the fish can be ordered as a side, 
and there are Caesar salads. More traditional platter 
sides are fries, fried okra, fried onions, hush puppies, 
cheese grits, cole slaw, BBQ beans, potato salad and 
a lettuce wedge. The condiments are ketchup, tartar 
sauce, cocktail sauce and lemon wedges. Only soft 
drinks are served. I did not see desserts, but they do 
have a kid’s meal with fruit. 


My wife’s decision was made as soon as she saw the 
sign—“local mullet” has a concentrating effect on her 
mind. I know I eat fried calamari a lot when I dine 
out, but when I saw they had a platter of it with two 
sides and hushpuppies for $9.99, I didn’t waste time 
debating either. My wife also ordered a cup of gumbo, 
and I got a cucumber, tomato and onion vinaigrette 
salad, one of the daily specials. 


We got the only available table. They are all varnished 
picnic benches and perfectly suited to informal seafood 
dining, right down to the roll of paper towel napkins. 


Both our plates came out fresh from the fryer, with a 
pop and crackle or two still in them. My wife got three 
chunks of filleted mullet, crunchy outside, tender, 
fluffy and boneless fish inside. On the side were hush 
puppies, a pile of crisp fried chopped okra and thick, 
tangy cheese grits. Like my squid, it was $9.99. Her 
gumbo was thick, with chunks of fish and shrimp, 
and a hearty, flavorful base. 
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The calamari, both tubes and tentacles, was sliced 
thick and chunky. The pinkish-white meat was a 
perfect balance of chewy and tender. I had hush 
puppies, fries and BBQ beans, which were laced with 
slices of smoked sausage. I did not have room for 
more than a few bites of the crunchy, tart salad, so 
most of it went home. It was a great accompaniment 
to fried seafood. 


If you have visiting friends ask you where they can get 
fresh local seafood without having to sell a body part, 
give them (precise) driving directions to Stewby’s. Be 
smart and tag along.

A New Brew at an Old Family Favorite 1 in Shalimar

Tommy Mattonie’s Coastal Cafe on 
Eglin Parkway in Shalimar has been 
a family favorite for many years. Only 
problem is it’s where our kin like to 
go have breakfast. As in these folks 
actually like to get up at the crack of 
dawn. We’re perfectly happy getting 
up at the crack of 8 or 9, and noon is 
even better. 


We were happy to finally stop by 
Tommy Mattonie’s for lunch one 
afternoon before they closed at 2, and 
we sampled some lovely brews. We 
weren’t going for that other brew they’re 
renowned for—their delicious, freshly 
brewed coffee. This time, we were here 
for beer. 


The refrigerated assortment consisted 
of Abita Turbodog, Abita Amber 
Lager, Sierra Nevada Pale Ale, Blue 
Moon, Miller Lite, Bud and Bud Light, 
priced at $4.79 and $3.79. We also 
hungrily eyeballed the extensive lunch 
menu packed with po’ boys, salads, 
smoked meat platters and a changing 
daily special, priced around 10 bucks 
or less with a few just over. We’d say 
they have cheap eats, but quality-wise 
it’s anything but. 


We wasted no time ordering an Abita 
bottled “real sugar and vanilla” root 


beer and a Turbodog that arrived just 
as swiftly to our table, accompanied by 
two frosty mugs. Tommy Mattonie’s, 
you had us at hello but sealed the 
deal with those icy glasses. Not only 
is this our favorite way to drink beer,

it was especially appreciated for the 
Turbodog. 


As a typical dark, caramel-malty 
ale, Turbodog’s signature notes are 
chocolaty and deep, almost coffee- 
like. Yet we always detect something 
akin to a subtle celery aftertaste when 
this particular brown ale sits and 
loses its chill. Not bad, mind you, just 
not as good if it stays perfectly cold. 
Maybe we should just drink faster. 


We probably would have were it not 
for the huge salad put in front of 
us. This thing was so big it could 
have fed a family of five. Or one 
piggy brew reviewer. Made of sliced 
lettuce, veggies, shredded cheddar 
and a generous portion of pulled pork 
plunked in the center, it wasn’t your 
typical chick food, either. Hungry 
chick, yes. Chick on a diet, no. 


As if the macho salad wasn’t hearty 
enough, we opted for rich bleu cheese 
dressing and were delighted to find 
Tommy Mattonie’s serves the real deal, 
the kind with little chunks that make 
your tongue curl with happiness. Our 
Turbodog complemented the smoky 
meat and biting cheeses perfectly. 
We highly recommend the pairing, if 
youre into big, bold flavors. 


But we completely understand if you’d 
prefer to play it tastefully safe with a 
Sierra Pale Ale, which we’re told is 
the house favorite. This is one good 
beer. It’s light, clean and refreshing 
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with just a hint of citrus. You can 
drink it with almost anything, or 
nothing at all. If you have a zero- 
tolerance employer to get back to after 
lunch, opt for the bottled no-ABV 
Abita Root Beer that’s a tasty cut 
above the corn syrupy supermarket 
brands. You can even get it witha 
shot — er, scoop — of ice cream. 


If you’ve never been to Tommy 
Mattonie’s, it can be tricky to find 
as it’s an unassuming place tucked 
between a couple of small businesses 
across the street from the towering 
Eglin Federal Credit Union building. 
Blink and you might miss it. But 
don’t. 


Once inside, youll find a home-style 
wonderland buzzing with friendly 
servers and patrons varying from 
large, chatty groups to solo, at-ease 
diners. More than likely, you'll also 
catch a glimpse of the cafe’s silver- 
haired namesake circulating, catching 
up with patrons in a most genuine 
way that goes beyond polite chitchat. 
Not sure how he does it, but he seems 
to remember just about everyone who 
passes through the front doors. 


It’s this warm atmosphere—along 
with the lip-smackin’ fare—that keeps 
us coming back again and again, even 
though Tommy Mattonie’s is now 
almost an hour’s drive away for us. It 
doesn’t matter how awake we are (or 
aren’t) or which brew we’re going for. 
It’s always worth the trip.
